GALVESTON, Tex., June 14.—If the 
higher courts of Texas affirm the decis- 
lon of the Nolan County Court that a 
telephone marriage is not a legal mar- 
riage, there will be a rush of remar- 
riages in Texas, where the telephone 
fad had been quite popular. 

The estate of the late Thomas Wem- 
berley, wealthy ranchman, which is val- 
ued at more than $250,000, is tled up on 
this legal question. 

Upon his death, several months ago, a 
contest of the will was made by certain 
relatives, and the question of the legal- 
ity of the marriage was raised by coun- 
sel for relatives of the dead ranchman. 

This question was fought upon every 
ground, even to the extent of declaring 
the parties lawfully man and wife, by 
reason of having lived together 15 years, 
regardless of the marriage ceremony, 
but the fourt held that a marriage cere- 
mony to be legal must be solemnized by 
a minister or judge or other authority in 
the presence of the contracting parties 
and witnesses, all of whom shall attest 
the ceremony. 

A romantic courtship of the Wember- 
leys, who were prominent in Western 
Texas, was terminated in a telephone 
ceremony, in which the bride and brid- 
groom responded to the justice who 
married them over a telepnone wire, 2) 
miles apart. 

There have been sevéral hundred tele- 
phone marriagés in Texas, and a few 
years ago an Eastern Texas judge re- 
fused to recognize a man and woman as 
man and wife in a court proceeding be- 
cause they had been married by long 
distance telephone,

Judge Sale, before whom Circuit At- 
torney Sager has laid the facts devel- 
oped by the grand jury investigation 
of the charge that Joseph Baker, an 
eye-witness“to the shooting of former 
Detective Lee Killian, by ‘‘Little Geor- 
gie’’ Williams, had been bribed to leave 
Sst. Louis and not testify at the trial of 
Williams, told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Friday that he would be ready to act 
on the matter either Saturday or Mon- 
day. 

“T have received the 
case from the Circuit Attorney, and 
will examine them today,’’ said Judge 
Sale. ‘I may be ready to take up the 
matter Saturday, but may not get to 
it until Monday.” 

Circuit Attorney Sager has placed be- 
fore Judge Sale, in the form of affi- 
davits, all of the essential facts that he 
got from witnesses before the grand 
jury. 

It is understood that Baker’s own 
statement that' he received a sum of 
money, said to be $500, for leaving St. 
is the strongest evidence that 
was obtained. Baker’s affidavit, which 
contains the substance of his state- 
ment before the grand jury, is now in 
Judge Sale’s hands. 

The Court has the power, if the facts 
are sufficient, to punish severely for 
contempt of court any person or per- 
sons interfering with witnesses. An at- 
torney may be barred for an offense of 
this kind. 

indictments Possible. 

It is possible that tne grand jury may 
find indictmerts on the testimony of 
Baker and Harry Brolaski, a steamboat 
captain. Brolaski, who was before the 
crand jury ‘Thursday afternoon, was 
asked concerning stateraents alleged to 
have been made to him by John Gernez, 
one of Williams’ attorneys. 

Brolaski at first refused to answer 
the questions on the ground thet Gernez 
was nis attorney and that the communi- 
cation was privileged, but after being 
taken before Judge George H. Williams 
nd instructed to answer the questions, 
he was returned to the grand jury room, 
where he talked freety. Baker has 
stated that he received $500 to leave the 
city and not testify against Williams.

British Ambassador Will Camp 
on the Red Men’s Trail 
in Oklahoma. 





QUESTIONS REPORTERS 





Never Heard of Indians in Poli- 
tics, but Remembers Tam- 
many Wigwam. 





James Bryce, Ambassador from Grea‘ 
Britain to the United States, granted a 
10-minute interview to reporters at the 
home of Robert 8. Brookings, 5125 Lin- 
dell boulevard, after they had waited 18 
hours for the privilege. 

During that 10 minutes the British 
Ambassador adopted the role Li Hung 
Chang made famous by asking his in- 
terviewers more questions than he per- 
mitted them to ask him. 

The Ambassador, who had been sit- 
ting at a small table, arose as the re- 
porters entered at 5 p. m. Thursday, and 
advanced to meet the reporters, saying: 

“Gentlemen, I am very glad to see 
you. I am going to Oklahoma, and |] 
want to know the facts about the trouble 
the people down there are having with 
their new Constitution. I know you can 
teli mie.”’ 

He was told that the Oklahoma Re- 
publicans claimed that the new consti- 
tution was in violation of the constitu- 
tional guarantee that every State should 
have a republican form of government 
because, they allege, it provided for a 
territorial gerrymander that will insure 
Democratic control. 

‘T don’t know that,’’ said Mr. Bryce, 
“but I am going to find out all I can 
about it when I go down there. A new 
State is very interesttng to me. 

‘“‘And the Indians are, too. I want to 
see them and,talk to them. You know 
[ am very fond of Indian names—names 
like Sa-ra-to-ga,’”’ the Ambassador ac- 
centing eacn syllable distinctly, ‘‘and 
Sa-ra-nac and Ni-a-ga-ra. 

Would Perpetuate Them. 

“T like to see them perpetuated, you 
know, just like I like to see some old 
Celtic names, like Dover, perpetuated in 
England. By the way, are there any 
Indians in Missouri?’’ 

At this question Mr. Brookings smiled 
while one of the reporters said the idea 
was prevalent in the East before the 
World's Fair that Indians could -be 
found on the main streets of St. Louis, 
while another remarked that Indians of 
the political variety are still known 
here. 

“T never heard of that,’’ he said, and, 
after some explanation, he added, “I 
do not see why men who commit elec- 
tion crimes should be called Indians. 
I have never heard the name used in 
this way. The only Indian name I have 
heard used in connection with elections 


or politics in America is the ‘wigwam’ 
in New York.’’ 
Mexican In:lians. 

From Indians in America, the English 
Ambassador switched the cenversation 
to Indians in Mexico, remarking that 
there have been exceptionally intelligent 
Indians there and that the predecessor 
of President Diaz —Juarez—was an In- 
dian. Then the Ambassador talked 
about the dryness of Arizona last time 
he was there and inquired about the 
development of irrigation projects there, 
adding that he understood a large 
amount of arid land had been reclaimed 
by irrigation in Utah and finally asking 
if any irrigation projects had been found 
necessary in Missouri. 

One obliging reporter answered this 
last question with the assurance that 
Missouri, instead of needing irrigation, 
was engaged in draining off the swamps 
in one corner of the State. 

It was the reporters’ turn after Mr. 
Bryce had thus led them all the way 
around the western half of North 
America, and they asked how he liked 
the United States this time and what 
changes he noted since his last visit. 
His laconic reply was that the princi- 
pal change he noted was its ‘‘growth.’’ 
About St. Louis, he hadn't been around 
enough on this visit to form any marked 
impression. 


Criticises Fair Grounds, 
“The World's Fair grounds look like 
they still need a little fixing up,” he 
said pleasantly, when asked what he 
thought of them. and then he became 
enthusiastic on the subject of the small 
forest of oaks that line either side of 
the road from the university grounds 
to the Country Club, along which he 
had been driven earlier in the day. — 

“T like to see in cities,”” he remarked, 
“not only pretty parks but parks which 
have a touch of the wild about them, 
which look like a small section of for- 
est transplanted.’”’ Then he told how 
Vancouver, which is in British Colum- 
bia, had set an example to other cities 
by purchasing in its municipal infancy 
a peninsula of wild forest land jutting 
out into the sound at a small cost. Now, 
he says, it is a magnificent park and a 
great ornament to the city as well as 
a source of much pleasure to its resi- 
dents. 

Then came the questions which the 
Ambassador is asked by every reporter 
who gets an audience: How about in- 
ternational affairs? The Ambassador 
was ready. 

Politics a Secret, 

“AlL I know about politics,” he said 
slowly and smilingly, as he had often 
said it before and likely to say it 
again, “is locked up in a room and 1 
have not the key with me on this 


trip.” To all questions touching the 
relations of Great Britain with the 
United States or the United States 
with any other country he was mum. 

“You would not mind saying some- 
thing about the Irish question, would 
yout one reporter asked. 

“That is the worst kind of politics,” 
he replied. “I couldn't think of talk- 
ing about that.” 

You are regarded as a friend of 
Ireland,” one interviewer said. 

"I must let my record speak for 

that,” he replied.

Twelve million dollars is being ratsed ' 
by St. Louis promoters for investment |# 


in Eastern independent telephone enter- 
prises. Of this amount $7,000,000 is to 
be used to rehabilitate the United 
States Independent Telephone Co. of 
Rochester, N. Y. Five millions are to 
be expended by a syndicate headed by 
Max Koehler in the construction of an 
independent telephone system in Bos- 
ton. 

Edward F. Goltra, who Was appoint- 
ed a member of the bondholders’ com- 
mittee of the United States Independent 
Telephone Co., undertook, a few weeks 
ago, to raise money to buy the com- 
pany’s securities. 

Mr. Goltra, it was said, was not work- 
ing the deal to make money for him- 
self, but to save a lot of 
who were induced to subscribe 
securities. Breckinridge Jones of the 
Mississippi Valley Trust Co. brought 
the United States Independent § Tele- 
phone Co. proposition to St. Louis in 
the fall of 1906. 


Drop in Securities. 


The securities were sold for par, and 
in less than a year dropped to 14 It 
is estimated that St. Louis investors lost 
between $1,000,000 and $2,000,000. Mr. 
Goltra, after being appointed on the 
bondholders’ committee a few weeks 
ago, went to work to organize a syn- 
dicate to save—- something -from.- the 
wreck for his friends. 

He is now in New York financing the 
proposition. It is reported that he has 
met with such favorable success that 
all the money needed will be. raised. 
Mr. Goltra’s connections with the Bel- 
monts and other influential New York- 
ers gave him access to the Eastern 
money markets. 

Mr. Goltra and his 
obtained an option on the securities, 
which runs until June 28. Several in- 
dependent Eastern companies will like- 
ly be interested in the reorganized com- 
pany.

Tiring of his representation that he 
voluntarily withdrew from the superin- 
tendency of the State Anti-Saloon 
League, officials of that organization 
have cut the acquaintance of Rev. Sam- 
totum of the new Missouri Law-En- 
forcement League. 

Dr. C. E. Carlos, secretary and acting 
superintendent of the anti-saloon organ- 
ization, told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Friday that Dr. Lindsay practically had 
been invited by his associates to seek 
other fields cf endeavor. 

In support of this Dr. Carlos pointed 
to the following resolution adopted by 
the Anti-Saloon League at its meeting 
May 31: 

“Be it resolved that It is the sense of 
this committee that for the best inter- 
ests of the League Dr. Lindsay should 
not longer be continued as superintend- 
ent.”’ 

That meeting was attended by Revs. 
W. B. Palmore, W. J. McKittrick, Fath- 
er James T. Coffey, Rev. W. M. Jones, 
J. Layton Mauze, Henry Walser and W. 
P. Rodgers. 

Exceeded His Authority. 

“We desired Dr. Lindsay’s resignation 
because he was exceeuing his authority 
as head of the Anti-Saloon League,’ de- 
clared Dr. Carlos. ‘“‘He was dipping in- 
to this vice business too much and we 
didn't like that sort of thing. 

“The work of the Anti-Saloon League 
is confined solely to the regulation of 
the liquor traffic. We seek to enforce 
the law through the regularly con- 
stituted authorities, who are elected 
and sworn to execute the laws. If 
these authorities refuse to do their duty 
the Anti-Saloon League arouses a pub- 
lic sentiment to compel them to do so 
or to cause their defeat at the next 
election.”’ 

Dr. Carlos intimated that 
to Dr. Lindsay’s wounded feelings the 
Anti-Saloon League had offered him a 
minor position after ousting him as s8u- 
rerintendent.

CONTRACTOR BLAMED FOR DEATH 
Coroner’s Jury Criticizes Third 
National Bank Contractor. 
The erection of the Third National 
Bank Building at Broadway and Olive 
street ‘“‘was being carried on ir an im- 
proper manner, contrary to city ordi- 
nance,” when James Stewart, an iron- 
worker, met death there Wednesday, ac- 
cording to the finding of a Coroner's 
jury at the inquest into his death Frt- 

day. 

Stewart, moving a heavy ‘timber, mis- 
stepped and fell from the seventeenth 
to the ninth story, striking the steel 
framework at every floor. He died at 
St. Mary’s Infirmary © few hours later.

THE TERMINAL QUESTION. 

Assertions that the Post-Dispatch has aban- 
doned the free bridge and that it has been “sold 
out” are so palpably absurd that they do not re- 
quire serious reply. 

The Post-Dispatch’s position cannot be misun- 
derstood. We have not said that the wharf ter- 
minal bill ought to be passed. On the contrary, 
we have warned the Municipal Assembly not to 
pass it without a clear demonstration that the 
measure is demanded by public interests and 
unless it safeguards those interests at every 
point. We demand that any bill granting ter- 
minal] franchises shall be so framed that all mo- 
nopoly features will be eliminated and there will 
be no possibility of exclusion or discrimination 
in the use of the tracks. We demand also that 
the compensation shall be adequate. 

The Post-Dispatch has not, without considera- 

tion or reason, violently denounced this and other 
plans for terminal extension to supply the press- 
ing needs of St: Louis traffic; but it has urged 
“that each measure proposed be considered from 
. interest, 
_ and rejected, adopted or modified, as sound judg- 
ment may dictate. 
But we fealize the inadequacy of present ter- 
-* minal facilities’ These facilities have been in- 
adequate for years. But the Post-Dispatch has 
withstood the granting of new franchises to the 
Terniinal combine so long as that combine re- 
fused to do justice to St. Louis. Nearly all of the 
evils it represents have been eliminated, and 
we shall not cease fighting until every one is 
gone. 

The free bridge has already accomplished a 
great deal. The adoption’of the bond amend- 
ment brought the railroad combine to terms. it 
will accomplish more good. When it is built it 


will make bridge tolls impossible and will break |: 


_@own every barrier to the East. But the city has 
no plan of independent terminals, nor is it likely 
for many years that there will be an independent 
terminal system. While the free bridge project is 
pending, and until an independent terminal Sys- 
tem is devised and completed, we must have ade- 
quate facilities of some kind for the handling 
of St. Louis traffic. It would be the height of 

~folly to deprive the railroads now operating in St 
Louis and serving St. Louis the needed facilities 
merely because the city hopes to have better fa- 
cilities in the future.
